First, of course, was the 25th 
anniversary of the New York to 
Paris liop of Charles A. lirn l- 
ttffgh. A few weeks after the 
Lindbergh flight another plane j 
completed a successful crossing. 
Its pilot was Clarence C hamber- 
lain anti his passenger and I tacker 
was Charles A. Levine. 
Chaiiilterlain and Levine land** 
ed their plane in Germany anti 
took their place among the men 
who helped trail blaze the Atlantic 
crossing by air. Most of those 
who marie the first crossings are 
alive today to marvel at the tre­ 
mendous advances aviation has 
made during the last quarter cen­ 
tury.

the argument by some educators!

school children should not repeat 
the pledge to the flag. On the con­ 
trary, it is a condemnation of our j 
educators for not seeing to it that j 
school children do know what | 
they are saying when they repeat 1 
this pledge, and what each state-1 
ment of the pledge means. 


Proper Respect 


Tomorrow is Flag Day. Now is a 
good time for us parents to teach 
our children by precept and ex­ 
ample the meaning of our flag 
and the proper respect for it, the 
symbol of our Republic. 
On June 14, 1777, the Continen- 
tal Congress resolfed that “ The 
FI?g of the United States shall be 
thirteen 
stripes, alternate red 
and white, with a union of thir­ 
teen stars of white on a blue field, 
representing a 
new constella­ 
tion.” This design lasted till 1794 
wh'-n Congress voted to add two 
stars and two stripes on the ad­ 
mission of Vermont and Ken­ 
tucky to the union. In 1813 Con- 
grcvs voted to perpetuate the 
oivunal thirteen states by fixing 
the number of stripes as seven 
red 
an J 
six 
alternate 
white 
rires. -vith the number of stars1 


in the blue field to correspond 
with the number of states in the 
Union. 


Rules Concerning Flag 
The present rules relating to 


our national emblem were drawn 
up and approved by Congress on 
June 22, 1942. Here are some of 
these rules. ‘‘It is the universal 
custom to display the flag only 
from sunrise to sunset on build­ 
ings and on stationary flagstafTs 
in the open. However, the flag 
may be displayed at night upon 
special occasions when it is de­ 
sired to produce a patriotic ef­ 
fect.” It should not be displayed 
when the weather is inclement. It 
should be displayed on all days 
when the weather permits, espe­ 
cially on Flag Day, Memorial Day, 
Independence Day and the like. 
The flag should not be used as 


drapery of any sort whatsoever, 
nor for advertising purposes. “ It 
should never touch anything be­ 
neath it, such as the ground, 
floor, 
water 
or 
merchandise.” 


When carried in a procession 
with another flag or flags, it 
should be on the marching right 
and when displayed upon a wall 
it should be above and to the 
right— always in the position of 
honor. 
Dignified Disposal 
“ The flag, when it is in such 


condition that it is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, should 
be destroyed in a dignified way, 
preferably by burning.” 
It would be fine if every school 
and home had a complete copy of 
the joint resolution of Congress 
concerning ’’Flag Etiquette" of 
June 22,1942, and if it were often 
read by parents, teachers and 
children together. Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts and other citi33n- 
building groups are doing well at 
educating children and their par­ 
ents concerning the flag of the 
f;.fted States of America.
